gled upon the Oregon train at an early 
hour this m orning with a num ber of other 
Chinese, and arrived at the Board of H ealth 
office about 10:30 a. m . 
H is nam e is Chung 
Suey. 
H e is thirty-nine years old and has 
been ten years in California, the whole of 
which tim e he has been engaged as a nook 
in private fam ilies. Chung says he has 
cooked m any a meal for some of the “most 
high-toned people in Sacramento.” 
He 
has been a leper for the last four years, and 
H ealth Officer Keeney says he has the dis 
ease in its most pronounced form. 
Talking with a reporter Chung Suey 
said : "Doctor m a n 
fool. Me no leper. 
Policeman who arrested me get into trou­ 
ble. 
My people want me to stay in Sacra­ 
mento, but officer m ake me come to San 
Francisco.” 
Chung was sent to the pesthouse. 
He 
m akes the num ber of lepers under the care 
of Jerry Sullivan fifteen. 
According to arrangements with the 
H ealth Office the Sacramento authorities 
pay $1 50 a day for the m aintenance of 
Chung S u e y .

ONLY TW O ROUNDS. 


W ilson W as U nable 
to S tand 
B efore 
ChoyuHki. 
S an F ran cisco , March 2(ith.—Joe Choyn- 
ski, who made such a determ ined stand 
in the fight with Jim Corbett last summer, 
and Billy Wilson, the 
colored heavy­ 
weight from St. Paul, met at the Golden 
Gate A thletic Club this evening in a finish 
fight for a $1,500 purse, of which $250 went 
to the loser. 
W ilson came here with an unbroken 
record, and was expected to m ake a hot 
battle with Choynski, who is a game and 
clever fighter. 
W ilson weighed 187, and was in good 
condition. Choynski was in perfect trim 
at 169. 
Mike Lucie was chosen referee. 
Round 1—W ilson showed him self to be 
rem arkably quick, and started to force Joe. 
The latter would either retreat or duck, 
and then suddenly turning would drive his 
heavy right on W ilson’s 
nose, which 
started bleeding. 
H e repeated this a few 
times, when Wilson settled down a bit, 
bnt was badly iabbed, and towards the end 
of the round was knocked down with a 
heavy blow in the m onth and went to his 
corner in very bad shape. 
Round 2—Wilson came up spry again, 
but was very cautious. Chovnski was the 
first to lead, but W ilson ducked, and, 
throwing out his right shoulder, threw Joe 
heavily. Joe was up in a moment, how­ 
ever, and kept jabbing away on W ilson’s 
bleeding nose. 
W ilson seemed to lose 
heart at the poor showing he was making, 
being alm ost unable to touch Choynski!

The 
musical 
entertainm ent 
to-night 
which was under the auspices of the Na­ 
tional Conservatory of Music, is intended 
to, be the inaugural of a series of strictly 
American concerts, which Mrs. Tburber, 
the projector ot the scheme, hopes will em ­ 
brace the leading cities of the country. 
The object being more fully to apprise the 
American people of the works of native- 
born citizens, and stim ulate an increasing 
interest in music of a high grade. 
The soloists at these concerts will also be 
Americans, and in m any instances the se­ 
lections will be personally conducted by the 
composers. The concerts will conclude 
with a grand American Composers’ Festi­ 
val, the first of the kind ever held, to take

from the class of laborers and that he can­ 
not claim im m unity for his relatives from 
the Chinese Restriction Act by reason of 
his intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, since the law prohibits the 
admission of any Chinese to citizenship. 
His wife and children cannot be admitted 
otherwise than upon the production of a 
certificate from the Chinese Government 
declaring those persons other than laborers.

man came up to me, he was a very modest, 
quiet, m anly looking fellow, and said : ‘My 
name is Faye.

Barnes of Georgia opposed the bill, because 
he believed there were gross irregularities in 
the adoption of the Constitution of Wyoming- 
because he believed the Territory did iiot con­ 
tain the requisite population, and because there 
were incoriorated in the Constitution features 
based upou the subject ot female suffrage an­ 
tagonistic to republican institutions. 
Carey of Wyoming made a strong plea for the 
admission of the Territory. 
He contended it» 
Constitution was adopted by a free and fair 
vote of its citizens, and the population was suf­ 
ficient. He delended the provision of the Con­ 
stitution of extending the right ol suffrage to 
women. He said President Harrison endeared 
himself to the people of Wyoming by observing 
the spirit of the Republican National Platform, 
respecting the appointment ot Territorial resi­ 
dents to Territorial offices uud with more man­ 
hood than his predecessor, saying that no East­ 
ern office-seekers of either political partv could 
make a poiDt by obstructiug the admission of 
Wyomiug. She had the people, she observed 
the laws, she had no factional quarrels. Wy­ 
oming was young and enterprising, and would, 
hasteu to overtake the older States and help 
them bear the burden of government 
Iloekery of Missouri opposed the hill. 
It was 
nothing more or less than a partisan measure 
designed to perpetuate the power ot the Repub­ 
lican party. It (like the Idaho bill! should be 
called a bill to add three electorial votes- and 
two Senators to the Republican column in 1892. 
Oates of Alabama opposed the measure be­ 
cause it proposed to give women tbe right to- 
vote and made the attendance at schools com­ 
pulsory. 
Duunel of Minnesota was inclined to vote 
against the bill on account of the women suf­ 
frage clause. 
Washington of Tennessee attacked the women 
suffrage clause and held that t ie people of 
Wyoming violated the provision of the Act ot 
organization of limiting the suffrage to white 
male suffrage. 
Women might Ire sent iroaa 
Wyoming to the Senate. 
Taylor of Ohio—Don’t you think that to put a 
eood woman into the Senate might help it some. 
[Laughter.] 
Washington—If the gentleman himselfwere 
in the Senate I might admit the proposition, 
Kerr of Iowa thought the opponents of the 
bill in bad straits, for they fell back for an oo- 
jection upou the women suffrage provision. 
Kelly of Kansas said he would not be fright­ 
ened if women had seats on the floor of the 
House, and perhaps it would result in a benefit. 
Morey of Ohio favored the bill and advocated 
civil and legal enfranchisement of women in ail 
the States ot the Union. 
After some further debate tho House took a 
recess until 11 o'clock to-morrow.

composition. 
The 
musical 
entertainm ent 
to-night 
which was under the auspices of the Na­ 
tional Conservatory of Music, is intended 
to .b e the inaugural of a series of strictly 
American concerts, which Mrs. Tburber. 
the projector ot the scheme, hopes will em ­ 
brace the leading cities of the eountry. 
The object being more fully to apprise the 
American people of the works of native- 
born citizens, and stim ulate an increati ig 
interest in music of a high grade. 
The soloists at these concerts will also be 
Americans, and in rnaDy instances the se­ 
lections will be personally conducted by the 
composers. The concerts will conclude 
with a grand American Composers' Festi­ 
val, the first of the kind ever held, to take 
place at Omaha, November 27lh, 28th and 
29th. 
The programme to-night was presented 
to represent a native group of American 
composers. 
The selections consisted of 
short pieces adapted to illustrate and con­ 
trast 
the 
diversity 
and originality of 
thought, adeptness at orchestration, and 
the typical characteristics of each composer. 
Each num ber on the programme was 
well and carefully rendered, and the A m er­ 
ican Composers Concert was very success­ 
fully inaugurated. 


A CHINAM AN’S 
REOUKST. 


B e A sks to be A llow ed to Send to r Hi» 
W ife an d R ab ies. 
W ashington, March 26 h —H erm ann of 
Oregon to-day reported to the House from 
the Committee on Indian Depredations and 
Claims his bill to provide for the adju­ 
dication and paym ent of those claims. 
Quong Lee, a Chinese laundrym an of 
Plattsm outh, Neb., asked the Treasury De­ 
partm ent w hether he can send to China for 
his wife and children. He says h e intended 
to become a citizen of the United States, 
and intimates that he is wealthy. In re­ 
ply, Secretary Tichenor says his occupa­ 
tion as laundrym an does not exclude him 
from the class of laborers and that he can­ 
not claim im m unity for bis relatives from 
the Chinese Restriction Act by reason of 
his iutentiou to become a citizen of the 
United States, since the law prohibits the 
admission of any Chinese to citizenship. 
His wife and children cannot be admitted 
otherwise than upon the production of a 
certificate from the Chinese Government 
declaring those persons other than laborers. 
The Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee spent the day in 
consultation on the tariff bill. Several 
delegations were heard. The principal ac­ 
tion of the day was the reconsideration of 
the decision to tax hides and they have 
been restored to the free list. 
The duty on 
ju te bagging was carried.

TOUCH ING IN C ID EN T. 


Two C onfederate* P ay I r ib u te to tb e 
R em ain* of G en eral C rook. 
W ashington, 
March 
26th.—“I 
have 
heard a great deal of talk about the bine 
and gray business,” said Captain Rourke of 
the Third Cavalry, who was for fifteen 
years an aid-de-camp to General Crook, 
“ but I have never seen a more touching in­ 
cident than the one that happened at Gen­ 
eral Crook's funeral in Oakland. Md. 
A 
man came up to me, he was a very modest, 
quiet, m anly looking fellow, and said : ‘My 
name is Faye. I fought in the Southern 
arm y during the war. I was one of the 
band of men who rode into Cumberland, 
Md., one night ami captured General Crook 
and took him down to Libby prison. Gen­ 
eral Crook accepted the situation so grace­ 
fully that we all became very m ucn at­ 
tached to him , and now that he is dead I 
want to know if I can help bury him .’ 
“I told him that I was not in charge of 
the funeral arrangements, but I thought I 
conld assure him that a place would be 
found for him with General Crook’s own 
staff, and when the body was lowered into 
the grave this man stood by the coffin. 
“There was another m an of the same 
detachm ent of rebel cavalry who came 
down from Grafton. W. V a„ to pay his old 
foeman the same honor. 
I am sorry to say 
I did not get his name, but Faye pointed 
him out to me.” 


O regon’» N avigable- Stream *. 
W ashington, March 26th.—To the appli­ 
cation of Senator Mitchell, referring the pe­ 
tition of the Board of Trade of the City of 
Corvallis to the Secretary of War, and re ­ 
questing that the engineer officer in charge 
of the im provem ents in that district be di­ 
rected to furnish estimates of the am ount 
necessary to finish the work of improving 
the W illam ette river above Corvallis, the 
Secretary to-day responded by forwarding 
to Mr. Mitchell a copy of the report of 
Major Thomas H . H and bury of the Corpe 
of Engineers, dated the H)th inst., in which 
it is stated that before any additional 
money is expended in the locality referred 
to, a careful survey of th e river above and 
below Corvallis should be made to ascer­ 
tain what is the extent of the change that 
has taken place w ithin recent years, and 
what are the probabilities of a cut oft, and 
w hat would be ite probable effect should 
one take place. 
Major H andbury further states that to 
m ake such a survey would cost about 
$1.000. 
H e further states that there are no 
fuDds available from the old appropria­ 
tion w ith w hich this survey could be 
made. 
The Oregon delegation will make efforts 
to secure the necessary appropriation. 
M ilitary C a a u iittm * 
W ashington, 
March Ii6th.—Chairman 
Cutcheon, of theM ilitary Affairs Committee 
of the House, to-day reported favorably the 
bill to establish and define the United 
States sea coast and frontier reserve. 
The 
bill provides that the United States sea 
coast and frontier reserve shall consist of 
such parts of the arm ed and uniform ed 
m ilitia of several States as may from tinw- 
to tim e be accepted as such sea coast and. 
frontier reserve, not exceeding at any tim e 
one regiment from each of said States, pro­ 
vided, however, that from the States, of 
New York, Pennsylvania and California 
the Secretary of W ar may accept in his dis­ 
cretion two regiments each. 
The bill then goes on to provide for the 
organization, uniform ing and drilling of 
troops, the latter to be done as far as possi­ 
ble by the officers of the regular army. 
M exican T e rrito ry . 
W ash in g to n , 
March 
26th. — General 
Sherm an to-day reported from the Foreign 
Affairs Committee and had printed corre­ 
spondence in reply to the resolution of the 
Senate asking if enough territory could aot 
be secured from Mexico to give A rizoaa a 
sea port on the gulf.

Mr. Blaine, comm enting upon the Senate's 
inquiry, says that he hhnself thinks that we 
are iu honor bound to make no overtures 
to Mexico to part with any of her territory.

W ashington, March 2 6th—The House 
Committee on Territorie» held a meeting 
to-day for the purpose of considering the 
bill to provide an enabling Act for New 
Mexico.

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IN THE SENATE. 
tv ashington, March 26th.—After transacting 
some business of minor importance to-day t’le 
Senate took up the anti-trust bill. 
Various formal amendments were m ade.and 
Spooner offered ail amendment giving the Court* 
authority to issue writs of injunction prohibit­ 
ing combinations from proceeding any turther 
in their business except to wind up their affair*. 
The Vice-President appointed flaw lev aud 
Gray to attend the examination of caue’.s at 
West Point. 
Edmunds moved that on and after Monday- 
next the Senate meet at 11 o’clock each dav. 
Morgan objected and the motion went over. 
' The Senate resolution tor removing the naval 
magazine lrom Ellis Island and establishing an 
immigration depot thereon, aud appropriating 
8150,00o therefore was then passed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 26th.—A bill was intro­ 
duced In the House to-dav graining a pension 
ol $2,000 a year to the widow of Major (tenoral 
George Crook. 
The House Committee on Rules reported a 
resolution making the Wyoming admission bill 
the special order for to-day aud a recess to be 
taken at 5:30 o'clock this afternoon until 11 
o’clock to-morrow. 
The previous question, which was ordered at 
11 o’clock, was^adopted aud the yVvoming. bill 
taken up. 
Baker of New York submitted an argument 
In support of the measure. 
Barnes of Georgia opposed the bill, because 
he believed there were gross irregularities in 
the adoption of the Constitution of Wyoming; 
because he believed the Territory did iiot con­ 
tain the requisite population, and because there 
were incorporated in the Constitution feature* 
based upou the subject oi female suffrage an­ 
tagonistic to republican institutions. 
Carey of Wyoming made a strong plea for the 
admission of the Territory. 
He contended i» 
Constitution was adopted by a free aud fair 
vote of its citizens, »nd the population was *uf- 
tieient. He deiended the provision of the Con­ 
stitution of extending the right ot suffrage to 
women. He said President Harrison endeared 
himself to the people of Wyoming bv observing 
the spirit of the Republican National Platform, 
respecting the appointment ot Territorial resi­ 
dents to Territorial offices and with more man­ 
hood than his predecessor, saying that no East­ 
ern office-seekers of either political partv oould 
make a joint by obstructing the admission of 
Wyoming. She had the people, she observed 
the laws, she had no factional quarrels. Wy­ 
oming was young and enterprising, and would: 
hasten to overtake the older States and help 
them bear the burden of government 
Iioekery of Missouri opjosed the bill. 
It was 
nothing more or less than a partisan measure 
designed to jierpetuate the jxnver of the Repub­ 
lican party. It (like the Idaho bill) should be 
called a bill to add three eleetorial votes- and. 
two Senators to the Republican column in 1892. 
Oates of Alabama opjxised the measure be­ 
cause it projiosed to give women the right to- 
vote and made the attendance at schools com­ 
pulsory. 
Dnufiel of Minnesota was inclined to vote 
against the bill on account of the women suf- 
frave clause. 
yvashington of Tennessee attacked the women 
suffrage clause and held that t'ie people ol 
Wyoming violated the provision of the Act ot 
organization of limiting the suffrage to white 
male suffrage. 
Women might be sent troaa 
Wyoming to the Senate. 
Taylor of Ohio—Kon't you think that to put a 
eood woman into the Seuaie might help ii some. 
[Laughter.] 
yvashington—If the gentleman himself were 
iD the Senate I might admit the ivroposiUou. 
Kerr of towa thought the opj onents of the 
bill in bad straits, for they fell baok for an (re­ 
jection upon the women suffrage provision. 
Kelly of Kansas said he would.not be fright­ 
ened if women had seats ou the iloor of the 
House, and perhaps it would result in a benefit. 
Morey of Ohio favored the bill and advocated 
civil and legal enfranchisement of women iu all 
the States of the Uniou. 
After some further debate the House took a 
recess until 11 o’clock to-morrow.

KENTUCKY AND THE LOTTERY. 


Kentucky is about to rid itself of the 
lottery evil, and the reform is due in part 
to the fact that the lottery men overesti­ 
mated their strength and recently at­ 
tempted to accomplish extension of their 
charters by bribery. 
It appears that 
twelve years ago the State licensed seven 
otteries. The one that gained the chief 
hold was the Frankfort, which was char­ 
tered for the “benefit” of the public 
schools of that Capital City. It fell into 
the hands of a rich New Yorker, who or 
gun ¡zed it as a political machine. He 
secured the most eminent counsel by 
heavy retainers. He bribed the press, as 
one of the proprietors of a great journal 
has confessed, by weekly stipends. He 
employed the shrewdest agents and then 
began to hid defiance to the State. 
Last winter the new influence secured 
the passage oflaws extending and enlarg­ 
ing its privileges. It crushed out all the 
.anti-lottery measures in the Legislature. 
I t extended its operations to Louisville, 
and i-ecs.oe the chief factor in the ap- 
poii tmei t an ’ removal of policemen and 
the oeleo .-m of local magistrates. It he' 
came, in short, a “boss” before which all 
the politicians and aspirants for office 
were expected to do obeisance.

<p $3,000,000, the Frankfort 
schools had received less than *10,000 in 
the twelve years. 
A strong sentiment 
throughout the State had meanwhile 
developed against the concern, and all the 
lesser ones related to the system, and 
most 01 thi egislators came up to Frank­ 
fort instructed hv the people to kill off the 
institutions. 
At once the lottery sharps 
set about to defeat all such legislation. 
They managed to bring about delays that 
the Legislature could not understand. 
1 he anti-lottery hills and the resolutions 
for investigation into certain serious 
charges, hung fire in the committees in 
the strangest way, and a good deal of in­ 
dignation was openly expressed that the 
power the Legislature had created was 
able to defy it. 
At this, the lottery men 
took alarm and approached Senators with 
bribes to vote down the anti-lottery hills. 
Rut one of these Senators went to the Gov­ 
ernor and revealed the attempt, an investi­ 
gation was at once set on foot, and it 
developed that others had been offered 
heavy money bribes to vote against the re­ 
pealing hills; some State candidates for 
offices had also been approached. 
This 
was more than the Legislature could hear, 
and the Senate last week called hack its 
measures, passed the anti-lottery hills and 
sent them to the House, where five of them 
have been reported favorably, and will as 
certainly pass as that the sun will rise. It 
is probable that the three remaining hills, 
which repeal all the license laws for gam­ 
ing, will also be re(>orted and passed. 
In one of the legislative movements to 
get at the facts about the lottery business, 
the managers of the concerns were called 
before a committee of the Senate to 
answer questions. But the creature of the 
Legislature had grown, in its own estima­ 
tion, superior to its creator, and refused to 
be interrogated. The Senate had, there­ 
fore, to pass hills to punish this con 
tumacy. It was at that point where the 
lottery men attempted to bribe legislators, 
thus laying on the straw that broke the 
camel’s back and brought aliout the whirl­ 
wind of re¡>ea¡ing and prohibitory hills 
that were passed by the Senate and are 
now before the House. 
The people of 
Kentucky are greatly stirred up over the 
m atter and have resolved, with practical 
unanimity that they have had enough of 
the lottery license system; that it is vicious 
in any and every form; corrupting and 
demoralizing from A to the end of the 
alphabet, and that no contribution to the 
funds of the State can at all comj»ensate 
for the infamy. 
One of the most persistently advanced 
and urgent arguments used by the lottery 
people in Kentucky is, that if the lottery 
is abolished there the craze for the pur­ 
chase of lottery tickets will not he killed, 
and that the money of the people will he 
sent out to other States where lotteries are 
authorized, therefore Kentucky had as 
well have the revenue as to permit other 
States to secure it. and at the saíne time 
she will keep her people’s money at home 
The response to this specious and ingeni­ 
ous plea, and which has been advanced 
even in California in advocacy of a projto- 
sition to license lotteries here, is made 
without hesitancy by the Kentuckians— 
that the moral effects of the presence of 
the lottery system in the statute books, and 
of its legalization, are such,-that no amount 
of revenue can conqiensatc for it; that if 
it is true that “|x»oj>le will gamble any­ 
how,” the duty of Kentucky is not to he a 
party to the evil by affirmative processes 
under the law, nor otherwise; that if 
every State and community shielded in­ 
famy behind such excuses as that oflered, 
there would he no condemnation of any 
wrong-doing; that liic true method for the 
general suppression of the lottery infamy 
is for all to do as Kentucky is doing; in 
short, it is right to condemn the lottery, 
and that is enough to know. This stand 


THE REVELATIONS IN NEW YORK. 
Tne exposition that a New York Senate 
Committee is now makiDg of the iniqui­ 
ties of the Sheriff's office in the city of 
New York is astounding. It seems im­ 
possible that such outrages as are now 
proved to have existed under the late ad­ 
ministration could go so long undiscovered. 
The Ludlow-street Jail appears to have 
been a perfect nest of corruption. There 
were employed in it half a score of people 
who had nothing whatever to do but to 
draw their salaries, and some of them did 
not even do that, hut had clerks to per­ 
form the office for them. Others never 
came near the jail, even to report on duty. 
Outside of these salaries revenue for pri­ 
vate purses was derived from extortionate 
charges made uj>on prisoners for privileges 
that really defeated the end of the law in 
committing prisoners. A single instance 
testified to will suffice to explain how the 
thing was done. Charles G. Francklyn, a 
civil prisoner, thus testified: 
Question.—During the time you were supposed 
to lie in the Ludlow-street Jail, did vou go out" 
Answer.—I went out every day but one. 
Q —Where were you it the habit of going ? A.— 
I went to my counsel’soflice and stayed there all 
day loog until eveuiug. On two occasions I 
went home and dined there with my wife and 
family. On the other occasions I dined at a 
restaurant somewhere and went back to Lud­ 
low street Jail at 9:30 p. m. 
Q —VI ho accompanied you? A.—Two Deputy 
Sheriff-;, sometimes three. 
11 —Did they dine with you? A.—Oh, yes. 
They dined with me once at my home. And I 
dined with them at the restaurant every time 
we went there. 
if.—Who bought their dinners? A.—I did. 
Q.—Did you dine well ? A —X dined as well 
as X knew how. 
Q.—Did you ever pay any compensation? 
A —Some arrangement was made by counsel 
with Mr. Martin in the first instance that I 
should come down to my office every day. 
Q.—Do you know what the arrangement was? 
A.—I did not know at the time, but I know that 
tney received SIijO a day. That was paid each 
day lor six days, or I think it was eight alto­ 
gether. The sum came to 8750,1 think. 
Q.—Did you ever make auy payments for 
yourself 111 smaller sums? A.—Never. 
Q. —That JloO a day was the consideration for 
their services in attending you? A —1 under­ 
stood that to be so. 
Corporation Counsel Clark asked Francklyn 
if lie was present when the atrangement was 
made He said he wasn't. Tne arrangement 
was made at the office of his attorneys. By 
whom he could not say. 
"X'heu,’’ said Mr. Clark, ‘-further than what 
they told you, you kuow nothing?’ 
“.except this,” said Mr. Francklyn, “I kuow 
th it I paid the money.” 
Nelson Hersh, a reporter on the New York 
H erald, told how, when uuder arrest from Febru­ 
ary .'1st to February '4tn, he had paid ex-War­ 
den Keating 820 for permission to go out of Lud­ 
low-street Jai!; and how, on the night of his ar­ 
rest he went to the theater with McGonigal, and 
piid hiai $X0 tor the privilege, besides buyin; 
him a seat in the theater, several meals, am 
numerous dnnks. 
Thus it appears that prisoners sent to 
jail to he punished were allowed to roam 
about the city so long as they paid high 
for the privilege, and the law was in this 
way made a means of lining the pockets 
of underlings of the Sheriff’s office, in con­ 
sideration of which these leeches did 
political seryice for the Tammany party in 
primaries, caucuses and on election days. 
Seven indictments 
have been found 
already by the Grand Jury for this and 
similar corruption, and the parties have 
been arrested and will come to trial. The 
Sheriff' under whom these frauds were 
practiced is now Mayor of New York 
City, and it is ea-y to understand how lie 
could reach such a position, since as 
Sheriff lie was a party to practices that 
gave him an income of *120,000 a year of 
tainted gold. 
Now t h a t the Street Improvement 
Company has been formed and duly incor­ 
porated, and as its purposes are not money­ 
making, hut philanthropic and public- 
spirited, let us see if the people will meet 
the compiny half way, and repose some 
human trust in the citizens who compose 
it, and if our people will do all that can 
bs done to have the company and the city 
operate together harmoniously for the 
common good. As we understand it, the 
citizens who have formed the company 
have but one end in view—the promotion 
of street improvement at the lowest possi­ 
ble cost to the owners of property and to 
the city. For that purpose the member­ 
ship propose to put up its money, and not 
ask any return of profit upon it, the aim 
being to have all gain by the result of 
general improvement of our highways. It 
is, therefore, entitled to the countenance 
and commendation of all the people, and 
should have generous judgment and hearty 
support. 
--------------------------------- 
I t is probably true that Minister Ca- 
privi will remain in his uew position only 
a short tim e; but it is altogether unlikely 
that he said, on taking his position, as is 
reported by the dispatches, “I shall not 
probably long remain here ; it will be im­ 
possible to sacrifice my honest opinions to 
the caprices of the Crown.” If he was so 
indiscreet as to make such a remark, it 
would l>e cause for his immediate removal, 
and Emperor William would be less than a 
man not to give him his walking papers 
for such a gratuitous insult. 
Bism abck wept when he left Berlin, 
and the people gathered about his carriage 
and showered flowers upon him. The day 
will come when it will be the people who 
will weep, and it will be Bismarck who 
will he comforting them with his sympa­ 
thy. The young Emperor is taking plenty 
of rope, and if lie is not checked will speed­ 
ily gel it about his political neck. He is 
the best friend of democracy that Europe 
has had vet. 
Bismarck retires from Germany to 
Switzerland in disgust, laying aside most 
of his decorations and declaring that he 
will never return to Berlin. Tlte aged 
diplomat is, of course, hasty. If Germany 
needs him again, he certainly will respond 
to the call of his country. Nevertheless, 
the young Emperor lias treated the ex­ 
Minister shamefully, and the rebuke the 
latter administers is none too severe. 
T he House Committee on Contested 
Elections lias reported in favor of seating 
two Democrats, on the merits of the cases. 
The supt>osition has been that the contests 
for seats in Congress go by political favor, 
hut the Republicans iu the Honse have 
shown that they can and do rise superior 
to partisanship at times, and that cases of 
this kind are sometimes decided upon their 
merits. 
T he issue of the proclamation concern­ 
ing Behring Sea has no particular signifi­ 
cance. The President £is required by Act 
of Congress to issue the order, and it was 
simply in the performance of duty that he 
did so. The law remains as it was and the 
decree of ownership is not intensified by 
the proclamation. 
S u lliv a n ’s contempt for the negro has 
not outlived its utterance. He is now- 
prepared to accept a challenge from Jack­ 
son, despite the color iine, if the purse is 
large enough.

Some Facts That W ill Be Interest­ 
ing to Californians Who 
Grow Olives. 


[New York Star, March 16,1690.j 
Quite likely those who love olives will 
find them an expensive luxury this year. 
Table olives have gone up 70 per cent, in 
Spain, the country from which most of the 
olives brought to the United States are im­ 
ported. The cause is a short crop. Last 
year about two hundred thousand gallons 
of Spanish olives were brought to this 
country. This year scarcely two-thirds as 
many will be imported. The crop of 1889 
began to come in early in January. The 
crop was harvested in August and Septem­ 
ber. In the olive-growing region of Spain 
the olives are gathered by the farmers and 
sold to local shopkeepers. These sell to 
wholesalers, and the latter prepare the 
olives for export. Olives intended for table 
use are first saponified, which means 
“soaped ;” that is, the olives are treated 
with alkali to neutralize the oil. When 
this process is finished the olives are put in 
brine, and in due time they are exported. 
They reach this country in kegs, barrels 
and hogsheads, holding from 15 to 250 
gallons. 
The French olives come in packages con­ 
taining from 15 to 35 gallons. The small­ 
est Spanish olives are larger than the 
largest French olives, and the finest Span­ 
ish olives are selected for exportation to 
this country because people here are will­ 
ing to pay the highest price for the best. 
The largest Spanish olives are the Repa­ 
drones. Of the largest of these abont thirty- 
five make a pound. It is an unusually fine 
olive, however, that weighs half an ounce. 
After the Repadrones come the Padrones, 
then the Mediavas and the Reinas, or 
Queen olives. There is also a round Span­ 
ish olive known as the "little apple,” be­ 
sides many varieties unknown here.» 
Of the French olives, only a few thou­ 
sand gallons come to the United States. 
They are Vardalias, Picholines, Amelaux 
and Crescents. The Vardalias are much 
iike the Spanish “little apples,” but smaller, 
more oily, saltier and greener. All French 
olives are rich in oil. The Picholines are 
good, but no lunger popular. The Amelaux 
—long, lemon-shaped olives, were once 
popular, but are not so now. The Cres- 
scents, those little, salt, sweet, sage-green 
olives served at the French and Italian 
tables d’hote, have superseded most other 
French olives in the United States. 
A few dried Tuscan olives are imported 
into this country. They are stoned before 
coming over, and the process of drying 
turns them almost black. Most of them 
are consumed by resident Italians. Much 
of the Italian olive crop is made into oil. 
and in spite of the cottonseed oil that so 
cleverly counterfeits it, olive oil is largely 
imported into the United States. The best 
comes from Tuscany, where it has been 
made for centuries. The Italian olive crop 
is short this year, and the price of oil will 
be considerably higher than it has been for 
several years. In consequence, cottonseed 
oil will be more used than heretofore. 
Far down town on the West Side is a 
great olive-packing house. In a spacious 
cellar the newly imported olives are kept 
in great hogsheads, sometimes §10,000 
worth together. It is an agreeable tiling to 
go through this cellar and have an olive 
fresh from the “original brine” handed out 
of the hogshead for your delectation. Those 
who know the olive trade, buy their olives 
in the original brine and find them much 
better than those that have been bottled. 
Few persons know this, however, and 
most of the olives in this country are re­ 
tailed in quart glass jars. They are put up 
in clear new brine, and look much cleaner 
and prettier than the original brine, but 
lack the rich flavor of those sold in the 
latter condition. 
The greater part of the olives imported 
to this country are consumed here, but some 
are exported to South America, and a few 
of the finest go to England. In ordinary 
years olives retail at 50 to 00 cents a quart, 
but this year they are likely to reach 75 to 
80 cents, and they will be scarce at that. 
Experts areable to distinguish the several 
varieties of olives at a glance or a bite, but 
even an expert cannot ascertain the age of 
sn olive which has been properly cured. 
With skillful caring, olives keep sweet 
four or five years ; but ill-cured olives lose 
their flavor within a year. One reason of 
the threatened shortness of the olive pack 
this year is the fsct that the reserve stores 
in Europe have been exhausted by reason 
of several recent short crops. 
There are a few olive groves in Califor­ 
nia, but their fruit cuts no figure in com 
merce, though some ot the groves date 
back 200 years, to the time of the early 
Spanish settlements. Many of the best 
Spanish olives come from old trees, but 
such trees usually hear a full crop only 
every other year. The demand for olives 
in this country has steadily grown of late 
years; and with the increase of Italian im­ 
migration, the taste for this fruit has ex­ 
tended to all classes of the community, so 
that the olive is no longer a luxury of the 
rich.

AIDING THE FARMERS. 
Senator Stanford’s Endeavors to Benefit 
Mankind. 
[From the Santa Rosa Republican.] 
While the dispatches have not told ex­ 
actly the provisions of Senator Stanford’s 
plan for lightening the burdens of the 
farmers we are safe in saying that it is a 
radical measure. 
Evidently Mr. Stanford thinks he has 
discovered a plan that will be of benefit to 
the mass of the people. He is not a time- 
server. He would not be a party to any 
political trick. The betlerment of his fel­ 
lows is his continued study. In building 
and endowing Stanford llniversity he is 
trying to secure great improvement in edu­ 
cational work, thus helping to develop all 
the powers of the individuals of coming 
generations. The most liberal public ben­ 
efactor 111 the history of the world is thor­ 
oughly in earnest in his efforts to benefit 
mankind. This should not be forgotten in 
discussing the financial project tor which 
he has assumed responsibility. 
It is true there is considerablo farm in­ 
debtedness in all parts of the country. 
Many tillers of the soil were caught by the 
reckless era of speculation through which 
we have recently passed. Some borrowed 
money with which to make costly im­ 
provements, others put the money realized 
from the mortgage into blooded" stock at 
fabulous prices and found themselves un­ 
able to realize on tne same, while many 
invested in coiner lots in paper towns that 
never became cities. 
It is a mistake to say that many of these 
mortgages were put upon the farms to se­ 
cure the necessaries of life. The thrifty 
and prosperous farmers in every neighbor­ 
hood in Ihe land bear testimony to the 
fact that industry, frugality and enterprise 
need not go unrewarded on the farm. 
But the debts have been incurred and it 
is now necrssary to deal with conditions as 
we find them. The tillers of the soil are 
now aroused to the fact that many of them 
are caught and firmly held in pitfalls of 
their own construction. They are crying 
aloud for relief and Mr. Stanford is trying 
to devise a plan to assist them. 
At this time we do not propose to dis­ 
cuss Mr. Stanford’s preposition for we do 
not know jusi what it is. If it is the loan­ 
ing to distressed farmers of Government 
money for a long time at a low rate of in­ 
terest. it is a response to what many farm­ 
ers' associations have asked. This would 
reduce the demand for money and bring 
«1 )wn the rate of interest. If it is to 
greatiy increase the volume of the cur­ 
rency the same result would be reached. 
It wiii be time enough to discuss the pro­ 
ject when we know just what it is. The 
point we desire to make now is that the 
suggestion comes from a man whose heart 
is right—one whose remaining years are to 
be devoted to w hat he believes to be for 
the best interest of mankind.

Germany has 19,476 postoffices, England 
17,587, trance only 7,346. Last year 65,­ 
0013,000 postoffice orders, with a value of 
4,800,000,000 francs, were forwarded in 
Germany, and 21,000,000 orders, the value 
of 658,000,000 francs, forwarded in France. 
The bad showing in France in postal sta­ 
tistics is in no small degree due to the fact 
that the postal authorities may found 
yearly only twenty-five new postoffices, al­ 
though almost 2,000 applications for new 
postoffices are made annually. In Paris a 
pneumatic postal card reaches its destina­ 
tion between an hour and an hour and a 
half after mailing. A similar card in Ber­ 
lin is delivered within thirty-five or forty 
minutes after mailing. Since the inaugu­ 
ration of a new system of postal wagons for 
emptying the mail boxes in Berlin, an 
ordinary city letter reaches its destination 
in an hour after leaving the hands of the 
sender.

A PECULIAR FLAW WHICH UPSET A 
CIVIL SUIT. 


O ld A lcald e Record» Produced In C ourt- 


Property that W as Transferred 
to a D ead Sian. 


A very interesting case came to a very 
abrupt e x c lu sio n in Superior Judge Van 
Fleet’s Court yesterday. 
Five years ago J. O’Kane bought a tax 
title to a valuable piece of land known as 
lot 4, in the block bounded by Front and 
Second, O and P streets, and immediately 
took possession of it. 
Eli Mayo claimed the property, exhib­ 
ited w hat was apparently a good deed, and, 
as O 'K ans refused to vacate he commenced 
suit against him to quiet title and for pos­ 
session of the property. The case dragged 
along in Court for some time, and on yes­ 
terday it was intended that another install­ 
m ent should be heard. Mayo’s attorney, 
W . A. Anderson, produced records which 
showed that very early in 1850 the lot was 
held by Priest, Lee & Co., bankers. On 
A pril 10th of that year the bankets con­ 
veyed the property to one W illiam Paty 
Paty died, and his brother applied for and 
received letters of adm inistration on the 
estate. The estate, however, was not set­ 
tled up and distributed until 1858. In that 
year all of the deceased’s property was or­ 
dered sold including the piece now occu­ 
pied by O’Kane. Attorney Anderson then 
went on to show by the records that the 
property passed through the hands of 
about a dozen persons, culm inating in the 
possession of Mayo, w ith a good, clear title. 
The plaintiff rested after m aking this 
apparently conclusive showing. 
Judge Catlin, O K ane’e attorney, then 
arose quietly, and made a few remarks 
w hich threw consternation into the ranks 
of the othei side. 
H e picked up the same 
old Alcalde records which attorney Ander­ 
son had been reading from, ana reminded 
the Court cl what Mr. Anderson had re­ 
ferred to, viz., that Priest, Lee & Co. had 
conveyed the property to Paty on A ptil 10, 
1850. Then, referring to the records again, 
Judge Catlin pointed out to the Court that 
Paty had died on February 14, 1S5Ó— 
nearly two m onths before the transfer was 
made. 
It showed also that even the letters 
of adm inistration on the estate were issued 
before the transfer was made. This wss 
indeed serious. Judge Catlin quietly called 
the Court's attention to the fact that the 
law was very plain on such subjects—that 
property could not be transferred to dead 
m en—and he therefore asked for judgm ent 
in favor of his client 
The plaintiff and his attorney examined 
the records closely, but there it was in 
black and white, ami beyond denial. 
The Court prom ptly ordered judgm ent in 
favor of O’Kane. 
By this judgm ent Mayo now loses all 
claim on the property, by the operation of 
the statute of limitations. The suit was 
commenced inside of the limit, but the 
tim e had expired before yesterday, thus 
barring future action io the m atter on 
Mayo s part, O’Kane being in possession of 
the property. 
‘ 
The novel feature of the case is that, 
though this property has been involved in 
litigation several times in the past forty 
years, this little point, which would have 
proved a knock-out blow to any suit, was 
never discovered. How the banking firm 
happened to transfer the property to Paty, 
after the latter was dead, can only be con­ 
jectured. The attorneys believe that it 
was done in the carrying out of some con­ 
tract between Paty and the bankers, and 
that the latter executed it in his name, be­ 
lieving that he was still alive. 
The property involved is very valuable, 
and Mayo is consequently a heavy loser.

E. Church, the lecture being the last of the 
series of two, on he and his comrade's 
escape from the Confederate prison, Ander- 
sonville. The stories and incidents he re­ 
lated last evening relative to his return 
hom e were greatly enjoyed by those pres­ 
ent. 
Both he and “ Dick,’’ his partner, after 
escaping from the "hell-hole,” as the place 
was afterwards called, gained the Union 
lines, and after telling their terrible story 
to General Sherm an, were ordered by that 
officer to be taken to President Lincoln in 
the ragged and starved condition in which 
they succeeded in reaching the Union 
lines, and there to tell him with their own 
lips their his.ory from the time they en­ 
tered the prison till they were safe among 
their own soldiers. 
They arrived at the W hite House in 
W ashington on April 28, 1864, and the 
President received them most cordially, 
doing everything to provide for their com­ 
fort. Mrs Lincoln also nursed them , and 
no pains were spared in caring for the two 
escapes. The two men were weighed at the 
President’s request. ‘’Billy’’ (Mr. Bates) 
tipped the scales at 59jj pounds, and his 
partner Dick weighed not quite five pounds 
more. After the two men were able to 
stand the journey they were returned home.

MYSTERY SOLVED 


T he San P ablo Suicide W as Ludwig von 
Rom ayer. 
Mention bas previously been made in 
the R ecobd-U nion of a strange suicide 
w hich occurred last Saturday night near 
San Pablo. East-bound train No. 1 was 
speeding toward this city and had just 
passed San Pablo when the engineer saw 
the figure of a man on the track ahead of 
him . The whistle was blown but tbe man 
did not move from the track. The engine 
wa3 then reversed and an attem pt made 
to 8top the train before reaching him . 
T : e 
engineer peered out of the window again 
just in tim e to see the man place a pistol 
to his head and fire. The train passed 
over the body before it could be stopped. 
Efforts were made to learn who the de­ 
term ined suicide was, but for some time 
proved in vain. The mystery has now been 
cleared np, however, and the dead man 
proves to have been none other than R. O. 
Mayer, or Ludwig von Romayer. under 
w hich name he was known as the manager 
ot the “International Bureau of Private 
Transactions,” at San Jcse, and who, not 
long ago was sued for $25,000 damages for 
attem pted outrage at San Jose. H is " In ­ 
ternational Bnreau of Private Transac­ 
tions,” through which he proposed to pro­ 
vide foreign 
noblemen w ith American 
heiresses worth all the way up to $20,000,­ 
000, was so thorougblyjexposed by the press 
i hat he became known on the streets of San 
Jose and throughout the State by reputa­ 
tion. 
The exposure of his “bureau” and the 
suit commenced against him by the San 
Jose woman no doubt made him despond­ 
ent, and prom pted him to take his life. 
Scarcely anything is known of Mayer’s 
past history. H e was 32 years of age and 
a native of A ustria. 
H e had no known 
relatives in thiB country. An attorney in 
San Jose thinks he was of noble birth, but 
an adventurer. H e arrived in America 
about eight years ago, but had only been 
about two years in California, part of the 
tim e as a resident of Los Angeles. H e was 
afterward a jeweler in San Francisco, but 
recently resided on a twenty-acre ranch on 
the Berryessa road. 
At the hotels in San 
Francisco where be occasionally stopped, 
lie informed the clerks that he came to this 
State from Wisconsin for the benefit of his 
health. H e said he had been in the lu m ­ 
ber business in W isconsin. 


INDEFINITELY POSTPONED. 


A n o th er o f tlie C ases 
A g ain st H . J . 
. 
P a lm e r D isposed Of. 
On Tuesday afternoon, says the W ood­ 
land Mail of yesterday, the case of the 
People vs. H . J. Palm er and Ed. Selby 
came up in Justice Ruggle’s CourQon pre­ 
lim inary exam ination. The complaint is 
sworn to by one W. P. Clark, before Chas. 
A. Newton, Justice of W ashington tow n­ 
ship. It alleges that defendants, last June, 
feloniously drove away 
from the Fair 
ranch thirty head of cattle, the property of 
Jas. Fair, worth $400. 
Ex-Senator Fair was present with his 
counsel Jos. Craig and Chas. T. Jones, the 
latter of Sacramento. 
F. E. Baker, of counsel for defendant, 
moved the Court for a postponement of the 
case on the ground that witnesses im portant 
to the defense could not be located, or were 
absent from the State. In support of bis 
motion he read a long affidavit made by 
Mr. Palm er. The petition was not made for 
delay but for justice. Mr. Baker announced 
to the Court tnat Lawyer Clark, a leading 
counsel in the case for tbe defense was sick. 
There was a civil cause pending which in­ 
volved all the facts of this crim inal prose­ 
cution and counsel argued that it would be 
just as well to let this exam ination go over 
until the civil case had been tried. 
District Attorney Gaddis followed. 
He 
said in case the continuance was granted 
he desired that it should be for an indefi­ 
nite time, and until the civil case had been 
gone into and determined. H e knew bis 
duty and was not afraid to do it, but two 
of these crim inal prosecutions bad been 
examined by the Court, and defendant 
Palm er had been dismissed. As prosecut­ 
ing officer, he deemed it bis right and duty 
to protest against putting the county to 
expense w ithout hope of obtaining a con­ 
viction. H e would not consent to a dis­ 
missal of the charges against Mr. Palm er, 
but there was no need to burry. Tbe civil 
action would develop the facts and enable 
the officers of the Court to decide w hether 
it is of any use to undertake further prose­ 
cution. 
C. T. Jones followed in a brief argument, 
m aintaining that tbe affidavit of defendant 
was insufficient. 
Joseph Craig also attacked the affidavit 
in a vigorous speech. 
Senator Sprague for the defense replied, 
making a strong and eloquent speech in 
support of the continuance. 
Mr. Baker and Mr. Gaddis each addressed 
the Court again. The Court ordered tbe 
case postponed to such tim e as the counsel 
might agree upon, and if counsel could not 
agree, then the Court would arbitrarily fix 
the time.
